Legislature May Be Convened in 
Extra Session, January 15. 

The iiun-HOt ion o| Hie State Cap- j 
iM Commission us to the calling 
of the General Assembly in extra 
session to authorize a new site for 
the milltou-dcllar building provirt 
od for. is eausing much comment' 
over the State and speculation as 
to juMl what the commission will 
determine to do. It is known in i 
Frankfort that four of the five I 
members of the commission have 
OX pressed ihemssives iii executive 
session nf the I odv that the pres- 1 
out site is undesirable. 

A direct vote in the commission 1 
« n Ihe question of having an extra 
session has never been had, ac¬ 
cording to u member of the body, I 
but iii discussion three of the fivej 
have expressed themselves as fa¬ 
vorable and two againat. The in¬ 
formation ns to how the commis¬ 
sion stands on the question has 
given the impression generally 
thift the Assembly will he called 
to meet in Frankfort some time iu 
January next, probably the lftth. 

The Capitol Commission is not 
holding any full hoard meetings 
these days. Three of its five mem¬ 
bers have personally inspected, 
within the Isst week, all of the 
cites proposed. They have found 
that the building cannot lie erect¬ 
ed on any of the hilltops about the 
city, and that the site near the 
State arsenal, on East Mam street, 
is too small. This leaves the site 
on the South Bide alone iu favor. 

Ill the event of an extra session 
the fight will be made againat tho 
selection by the legislators of any 
particular site, and for the passage 
of an ameudmeut to the present 
law leaving the matter of site 
wholly within the discretion of 
the majority of the Capitol Com¬ 
mission.
